The amount of labor in-
volved In its preparation I8 not casy to ap-
preclale, but an Mea can bo fermed from
an estimato of the llbrarlan, who Agured
that the rearrangement and re-cataloguing of
the whole of the present library would con-
sums the thme of one person for tén years
and that the card vataloguing would ropre-
sont a conslderable portion of that work., It
I8 neecessary to iundex each pleges with the
title, the author's name, dato of puhlication
and often a short note as 1o the nature of

known, is origlnal in Omaha. About eleven
yoars ago, shortly after the Introduction of

ode. A pase wan accured  supplled  witu
Blips of suilable size for slgnatures and the
signature books which had a habit of fall-
ing to pleces when thoy became most valu-
ablo, were done away with. An advantage
was found In the fact that the names could
ha caslly removed when the desirability for
them ceased without leaving any dead mat-
ter belilnd as <n the case of the volumes
préviously veed.
